The new Estonian law, which it Is

tion of number of saloons. 

Toward the end of his speech Dr. 
Kallas referred to the anti-smug- 
giing congress which took place in 
Helsingfors November - December, 
1924, in which ~¥Finland, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Russia, Poland, 
Danzig, Germany, Denmark, Norway, 
and Sweden took part. He hoped soon 
that the treaty drafted as a result of 
the conference would. be signed and 
ratified by all the nations concerned, 
and that then it might be possible to 
have total prohibition in about 10 
years. This is the opinion of the 
leaders of the tempérance movement 
in the Baltic provinces.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7—The Avukah, 
recently organized as an intercollegi- 
ate Zionist activity, decided on the 
foundation of several fellowships to 
the Hebrew University of Palestine, 
at a student mass meeting held in the 
International House here.

In reference to my views coricern- 
ing the prohibition laws and the 
possible enforcement of them, I beg 
to say that I have not changed my 


mind about the desirability of the 
law or the possibility of its enforce- 
ment. Anyone conversant with the 
nature of the liquor traffic must 
have realized that it would not be 
put out of business without a hard 
struggle, and although the effort to 
defeat prohibition is more persistent 
than most of us anticipated it would 
be, it is coming steadily and the liq- 
uor business will eventually be en- 
tirely annihilated, not only in this 
country but among all civilized 
people. , 

As population becomes more dense 
and the struggle for subsistence in- 
creases, as it is bound to do in the 
future, there will be no place left 
for such wasteful) extravagances and 
hurtful condition of society as the 
liquor traffic and some other condi- 
tions as they now exigt. 


, 


The only new element that I have 
realized, and that I am more and 
more impressed with within the last 
three years, is the way that our 
courts, and public officials generally, 
tolerate the lawlessness and show 
favor that they are not entitled to 
toward the bootleggers and victims 
of the traffic. This I believe will ul- 
timately be overcome by the voters, 
for the people are not going forever 
to stand the flagrant disregard of 
law and order that is now prevalent 
throughout the country due to the 
lax enforcement of law. 


Robert J. Aley, president of Butler 
College, Indianapolis, Ind.: 

My views on prohibition have not 
changed. Because there are diffi- 
culties in enforcing the law is not a 
reason for abandoning it. I believe 
that a more vigorous attempt should 
be made to bring about enforcement. 
Improvement in enforcement is be- 
ing shown in many parts of the 
country.

Classroom teachers are participat- 
ing more and more in curriculum 
making in Massachusetts. Few, if 
any, courses of study are now pre- 
pared in the State where the class- 
room teacher does not have a part 
in this important work, it is said at 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. A committee of super- 


intendents, headed by Allen P. 
Keith of New Bedford, which has 
been investigating the subject, finds 
that more than 30 towns and cities 
have recently employed their teach- 
ers in the work of reconstructing or 
reorganizing their curricula. The 
result is practical courses based on 
schoolroom experience with the 
child. 

Formerly courses were worked out 
on a more or less theoretical basis 
by men and women who had little 
or no experience with children in 
the schoolroom. - 

Under the new plan with the 
courses formulated by men and 
women having years of constant daily 
experience with the children in the 
very things they are putting into 
the courses, those courses are in- 
evitably more practical than ever bee 
fore. They are suited to the ability 
of the children and are connected 
with the things they know and 
which interest them. They are tied 
up with the child's own experience, 
helping him to understand the things 
about him, and master personal sit- 
vations, so holding his interest. 

It is notable in courses arranged 
by teachers that they are not inflexi- 
ble, as formerly, but flexible, so that 
they can be readily adjusted to the 
needs of the individual pupil, or a 
class or group of a different type. 

It has been found to be an almost 
universal practice to revise courses

Mr. Addison Explains Some Points of 


a 


Interest 


HAVE sometimes wondered 
whether it really happened that 
Mr. Joseph Addison could go 
here and there about his London, and 
remain comfortably unsuspected of 
having written many of the papers 
in the “Spectator,” and in the pre- 
ceding “Tatler,” which Mr. Hazlitt 
later admitted that he liked much 


better. “Mr. Spectator” assumes in 
his writing that Mr. Addison did so 
£0 about: and, for that matter, even 
in our day of wider publicity for 
celebrities (often with a pleasing 
photograph), a writer well-known for 
his work is frequently unrecognized 
in his person, and might now and 
then hear*criticism not intended for 
him. The London of the Spectator 
Was comparatively a small place, 
and publicity by word of mouth 
would seem to have been propor- 
tionally more operative. The as- 
sumption at any rate was. good 
copy; and Mr. Addison made enter- 
taining use of it. 

“When I bave been presented in 
Assemblies where my Paper has been 
talked of.” he begins one contribu- 
tion, “I have been very well pleased 
to hear those who would detract 
from the Author of it observe, that 
the Letters which are sent to the 
Spectator are as good, if not better, 
than any of his Works. Upon this 
Occasion many Letters of Mirth are 
usually mentioned, which some think 
the Spectator writ to himself, and 
which others Commend because they 
fancy he received them from his Cor- 
respondents: Such are those from 
the Valetudinarian; the Inspector of 
the Sign-posts; the Master of We 
Fan Exercise; with that of the 
Hooped Petticoat; that of Nicholas 
Hart the annual Sleeper; that from 
Sir John. Envill: that upon London 
Cries: with Multitudes of the same 
Nature.” 

> > 


It is a fair question, therefore, 
~whether Mr. Addison. “writ” this 
in professional imagination, filling 
his space for the day, or whether he 
was reporting experience, and had 
on occasion the amusement of hear- 
ing people criticize him who were in 
the unusual position of being both 
before his face and behind-his back. 
I suspect for myself that Mr. Addi- 
son had such experiences, and went 
home from one of them with the light 
step of a columnist who has just 
been given something to write about. 

However that may be, we have the 
paper, and in it an interesting ac- 
count of how the essayist did some of 
kis work. For he had his joke on 
those carpers who held that if this 
popular author could handle a quill 
as well as did the letter-writers he 
quoted, why then, bless you, how 
much better would be this popular 
periodical! 

“As I love nothing more,” wrote 
he, “than to mortifie the ill-natured, 
that I may do it effectually, I must 
acquaint them .they have often 
praised me when they did not design 
it, and that they have approved my 
Writings when they thought they 
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had derogated from them. I have 
heard several of .these unhappy 
Gentlemen proving by undeniable 
Arguments, that I was not able to 
pen a Letter which I had written the 
day before. Nay, I have heard some 
of them throwing out ambiguous Ex- 
pressions, and giving the Company 
Reason to suspect that they them- 
selves did me the Honour to send me 
such or such a particular Epistle, 
which happened to be talked of with 
the Esteem or Approbation of those 
/who were present.” 


Some letters, he declares, were 
;genuine, but many fictitious: like 
tater writers of recurring contribu- 
tions to periodical or newspaper, Mr. 
Addison wrote, out of his own head, 
many of the letters that were sup- 
posititiously sent to him—and often, 
no doubt, took more fun in doing it 
than in composing in proper person. 
But he had his practical and artistic 
reasons. Thus, as he here admitted, 
the author slips out from under the 
burden of responsibility for what he 
is saying and becomes one “of those 
who try their Jest upon another be- 
fore they own it themselves.” Then 
again, there are those carping “crit- 
icks” who will never willingly give 
their praise to what they know an 
author has himself written, but may 
be thus cajoled into praising him 
for what he pretends was written by 
somebody else. Again—as we see to- 
day in the output of the columnists 
~-these fictitious characters bring 
to the printed page their own apice 
and variety; and, because they need 
comport themselves with no especial 
“Dignity Spectatorial,” do most ex- 
cellent service as clowns in the 
arena. .And yet again, very useful 
‘and = hardly needing explanation, 
many an essay can be written in 
answer to an imaginary letter, which 
would have been difficult to intro- 
duce without it. In the same line 
of conversational criticiam was that 
of readers who attributed some of 
the best writing in the Spectator to 
the imaginary manuscripts which 
Addison sometimes composed for the 
purposes of his essays: and of some 
others, whom he regarded with more 
concern, who recognized these im- 
aginary manuscripts as such, but 
took issue with the writer on moral 
grounds, holding that “an Author is 
guilty of Falsehood, when he talks 
to the Publick of Manuscripts which 
he never saw, or describes Scenes of 
Action or Discourse in which he was 
never engaged.” Here, indeed, the 
concern of “Mr. Spectator” leads me, 
for one, to believe that Mr. Addison, 
moving about his London, had heard 
folk talking, and wrote seriously to 
defend himself. ~* 

“But these Gentlemen,” he con- 
tinues, “would do well to consider, 
there is not a Fable or Parable which 


ever was made use of, that is not | 
liable to this Exception; since noth- | 


ing, according to this Notion, can 
be related innocently which was not 
once a Matter of Fact. Besites, I 
| think the most ordi.ary Reader may 
| be able to discover, by my way of 
| writing, what I deliver in these Oc- 
currences as Truth, and what as 
Fiction.” 


“who will needs have it, that I have 
translated or borrowed many of my 


Thoughts out of Books which are. 


written in other Languages, ... those 
who are truly learned will acquit 
me in this Point, in which I have 
been so far from offending, that I 
have been scrupulous to a Fault in 
quoting the Authors of several Pas- 
sages which I might have made my 
own. But as this Assertion is really 
an Encomium on what I have pub- 
lished, I ought rather to glory in it, 
than endeavour to confute it.” Nor 
will he argue with “some who affirm 
a Paper of this Nature should 
always turn upon diverting Sub- 
jects” or with “others who find Fault 
with every one of them that_ hath 
not an immediate Tendency to the 
Advancement of Religion or Learn- 
ing.” Let these opposing schools of 
thought as to the proper subject 
matter for the Spectator, settle it 
between themselves, since each is evi- 
dently well satisfied with about half 
of Mr. Addison's output. 

So, indeed, one sees in this paper 
much of the policy of the Spectator, 
the well-balanced plan on which the 
periodical was conducted, and the 
sense of decorum in which its papers 
were written. “Were I serious on 
an improper Subject,” writes the es- 
sayigt in conclusion, “or trifling in 
a serious one, I should deservedly 
draw upon me the Censure of my 
Readers; or were I conscious of any 
thing in my Writings that is not 


innocent at least, or that the great- | 


est part of them were not sincerely 
designed to discountenance Vice ahd 
Ignorance, and support the Interest 
of true Wisdom and Virtue, I should 
be more severe upon my self than 
the Publick is dispcsed to be.” 
Whether or not “Mr, Spectator’s” 


readers knew him by sight. they | 


should have known himself better 
after having read this paper. R. B.

“You 
should have seen them growing,” 
they said, regretting even as they 
gave them to us, that the flowers 
were not what they were in their 
native fields. 

Yet we did see them growing. We 
saw them as memory had treasured 
them for us. We remembered a day, 
when having stepped over a stile, 
and wandered through a copse, over 
an uneven path of dried mud, we 
suddenly came to a field, in part 
yellow with buttercups, in part dark 
with clumps of rushes, whilst here 
and there were wide patches of. yel- 
low. iris. It was a June day, the May 
blossom was still in bloom, the swal- 
lows and swifts were flying over the 
river in the sunlight—and here was 
one of nature's wild gardens, a com- 
plete surprise. That is one of na- 
ture’s ways. One can hardly go out 
into her wide domains without com- 
ing across some sudden splendour, 
that a few seconds before was not 
so much as hinted. There had been 
no suggestion of a wild iris garijen 
from the road.

The Japanese Artist

Under the wing shelle, as 
the insect raises them, he haa heard 
the tranaparent wings unfold, he 
has observed with passionate aym- 
pathy the tragedy enacted by the 
fy and the toad, and it waa in 
watching the circular muaclea: roll 
in the flanks of anakes that he came 
to understand the silent drama of 
universal hunger. He has had long 
Vigila over birds standing in melan- 
choly on one long thin leg, and over 
their motionless intoxication with 
the freshness of the morning sun.

EDITORIALS 


After more than two and one-half years of 
military control over the Ruhr, the last French 
troops have now left the 
district, and German con- 
trol has thus been fully 
re-established in this cen- 
ter of Germany’s indus- 
trial life. It: is too soon 
to make final appraisal of 
the effects on Germany 
and on France, and on 
their common problems, of the Ruhr occupation. 
But whatever its economic and political signifi- 
cance, the Ruhr occupation will probably con- 
tinue to stand as the most dramatic develop- 
ment in the history of this first post-war decade. 

When the occupation of the Ruhr was under- 
taken in January, 1923, Germany—desperate 
to retain control of an area that contains 80 
per cent of the coal resources of the nation— 
countered immediately with a policy of passive 
resistance, To aid in this program the Berlin 
authorities made a final effort to prevent the 
further collapse of the mark. But the mark 
was not to be “pegged” by ordinary measures 
and, within a few months, fell into oblivion. As 
a result of the currency collapse German eco- 
nomic life was even more disordered and the 
prospect of collecting German reparations with 
French bayonets became more difficult. 

It was in May, 1923, that the German Govern- 
ment made its first offer of settlement to the 
French—an offer which Raymond Poincaré, 
unsatisfied with less than the full measure of 
what he believed to be his due—rejected. In 
the fall of 1923 passive resistance was definitely 
abandoned and the inhabitants of the Ruhr 
gradually returned to work. Little prospect for 
a definite, common-sense settlement appeared, 
however, until M. Poincaré, in the early winter, 
proposed the experts’ inquiry which had previ- 
ously been suggested by Charles E. Hughes, 
Secretary of State of the United States, and 
Marquess Curzon, Foreign Minister in the 
Stanley Baldwin Cabinet. This experts’ com- 
mittee met in January, 1924, and by the middle 
of April had concluded its work. 

Meanwhile, in England, a Labor Government 
under Ramsay MacDonald was marking time, 
awaiting the result of the elections in France. 
When those elections, in a spectacular upset, 
threw Raymond Poincaré out of office, and re- 
sulted in a government headed by the Socialist, 
Edouard Herriot, everything pointed to a set- 
tlement. In August of last year—after a meet- 
ing between Herriot and MacDonald in July— 
the German representatives met with the Allied 
statesmen in London, and final agreement re- 
garding the Dawes plan was reached. Parlia- 
mentary approval of this agreement was 
promptly forthcoming. : 

The active occupation of the Ruhr may be 
said to have ended with the London Confer- 
ence. Herriot, driven by the Nationalists in the 
Chamber of Deputies, was obliged to go slow 
with his policy of evacuation. He promised the 
Germans, however, that, henceforth, the occu- 
pation would be “invisible,” and for the past 
vear there has been little complaint forthcom- 
ing in regard to the methods of the occupation. 
Now, with the final evacuation of the French, 
the promise which Herriot made to the Ger- 
mans last summer will be fulfilled, and one 
further obstacle will have been removed from 
the path over which Europe is struggling to- 
ward settlement. 

That the occupation of the Ruhr was a finan- 
cial failure is, doubtless, a certainty. The 
French—even after passive resistance was 
ended—never realized the returns on which 
they had relied when the occupation was 
undertaken. Aside from this fact, however, 
there is at least one respect in which the Ruhr 
venture can be viewed as a success. The extent 
of the disorders resulting from that occupation 
in Germany led to a greater willingness, par- 
ticularly in France, to face squarely the facts 
of the situation. It is probable that some such 
occasion as that provided by France in pos- 
session of the industries of Germany was 
needed to bring to the foreground the impera- 
tive necessity of taking the reparations problem 
out of the realm of politics and giving it a 
sound airing in an atmosphere of economic 
common sense. 

With the French out of the Ruhr, a security 
pact in process of negotiation and fair prospect 
that Germany, in the not distant future, ‘may 
secure membership in the League of Nations, 
it can be safely said that a period of interna- 
tional sanity is returning to Europe. The way, 
without doubt, is being paved for the establish- 
ment of a new European accord which may help 
to solve, at the conference table, those questions 
that heretofore have been left to the arbitra- 
ment of the battle field.

The French 
Quitting

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The women’s clubs of the United States, the 
federal attorney’s office, and the Nation’s postal 
. and express officials, are

For the sentiment of the 
people has been aroused to a degree more than 
ever before, and there is no reason why this 
enlightened thought should ever again submit 
to be imposed upon by such a noxious element 
in society. 

In this connection the activities of the ex- 
press companies is, perhaps, particularly note- 
worthy, forin many instances those responsible 
for these improper publications make especial 
efforts to gain their services, feeling that they 
are more likely to escape detection by so doing 
than if they attempt to utilize the ordinary 
channels of the post office. However, they find 
themselves mistaken, for every effort is made to 
work strictly in accord with the postal depart- 
ment, and it has come to be the custom of the

Government inspectors to notify the express 
companies of all the activities of these concerns. 

So sincere a regard for the welfare of the peo- 
ple as against the mere monetary considera- 
tions involved speaks well for the general moral 
tone of the country. For as E. A. Stedman, vice- 
president of the American Railway Express 
Company, said’ recently when interviewed on 
this subject: ‘“‘We have always felt a very defi- 
nite responsibility for censorship of such matter 
as may be forwarded through express channels, 


and have not hesitated to bar magazines, pic- - 


tures, advertisements and other material which 
we felt were subversive of good morals.”

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agreement on the first 
day of September next. 

If there remains in yeserve some federal power 
until now undisclosed, a power which the Presi- 
dent believes he will be able to exert after the 
calling of the threatened strike more effectively 
than before, then the people who are somewhat 
concerned regarding present and future coal 
supplies would probably appreciate being taken 
into the confidence of those vested with such 
power or authority. At the moment, unless the 
apparent impasse which has been reached by 
the abrupt cessation of the conferences be- 
tween operators and workers has been staged 
for effect, as has been intimated, there would 
seem to be but little prospect of an agreement 
being reached before the end of the month. 

It is said, probably authoritatively, that if the 
issues presented remain unsettled and a strike 
results, the Administration will adopt one of 
three courses. These are outlined as follows: 
To appeal to the American people over the 
heads of the operators and miners, setting forth 
the facts in the present controversy. A call for 
a special session of Congress for the enact- 
ment of a compulsory arbitration law. Federal 
intervention in the coal fields to compel re- 
sumption of production. As to the effectiveness 
of any one of these-courses there remains, un- 
fortunately, even among those who would 
gladly regard them hopefully, some misgivings. 
As to the first there must be considered the 
element of delay, and this at a season when 
prudence, if not necessity, demands full pro- 
duction. There is no question regarding the 
attitude of the people of the United States to- 
ward the existing anthracite monopoly. The 
injustices practiced and the hardships imposed 
in the past have prejudiced the people against 
the owners and operators in the anthracite 
field, even if such abuses have not eloquently 
or convincingly pleaded the cause of the dis- 
satisfied miners. 

The people generally, because of the apparent 
economic necessity, have “absorbed” past price 
advances as rapidly as they have been imposed. 
They have insisted, in return, that they be 
assured of continuing mining operations, and 
that the menace of recurring shortages in the 
supply be removed. But this is not saying that 
future unnecessary or unwarranted advances in 
costs will be as complacently regarded. Both 
operators and miners are quite convinced that 
the limit of price inflation has been reached. 
Does the remedy, in the present emergency, lie 
in the possibility of enacting and enforcing a 
compulsory arbitration law? Up to this time 
the theory of compulsory arbitration, except in 


those cases where provision therefor has been | 


made by contractual agreement, has not been 
generally accepted in the United States, if in- 
deed, anywhere. As a means to the end desired 
in the present emergency it carries little if any 
popular appeal. 

There would seem to remain, then, only the 
third of the President’s reported courses. This 
is federal intervention along-a line adequate to 
compel a resumption of production. As to the 
sufficiency of the federal authority in a national 
emergency it probably will be admitted that 
the end sought would justify a taking over of 
the anthracite industry, temporarily, until such 
time as peace might be declared between the 
opposing factions. 

But does such an economic emergency exist, 
or is it threatened? The people of the United 
States have proved to their own satisfaction 
that by the use of available substitutes, such as 
bituminous coal] and mineral oils, they can 
warm their homes and turn the wheels of indus- 
try without paying continuing tribute to the 
anthracite monopoly, whether of ownership or 
operation. It is in this realization that they are 
willing to share the President’s assurance that 
there will no serious interruption of anthracite 
production. There may not be a permanent 
peace established between the employers and 
workers in the anthracite industry, but it is 
almost inevitable that at least an armed truce 
will prevent the necessity of still further cur- 
tailing the consumption of the product of the 


anthracite fields.

Editorial Notes 


Four annual visits to Europe should consti- 
tute a sufficiently substantial basis for correct 
judgment to warrant the opinions of Repre- 
sentative Burton of Ohio being accorded con- 
siderable weight of authority. Hence his state- 
ment, recently made on returning from that 
continent, that a general survey justifies_the 
belief that conditions in Europe will rapidly 
improve, carries with it a promise of no little 
value. He said further in a published inter- 
view that he had noticed on the occasion of 
his last trip, a very substantial improvement in 
economic and political conditions. And he 
“added this significant conclusion: “There is 
a growth in the. spirit of co-operation 
among the nations and a disposition to repress 
the burning hatreds aroused by the war.” 
While it is true, as he observed, that much de- 
pends on the success of the proposed agree- 
ments for permanent peace, the fact that so 
niuch has been already accomplished is more 
than worth recording. ‘

The Diving Dogs of Miquelon 


One of the dogs we were watching, a particularly 
fine specimen of the “St. Pierre Newfoundland,” had fur 
as thick as the hair on a doormat, He was a big, black, 
splendid animal, who breasted the icy waters of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence with head and neck beld high. When he 
emerged from the water his fur was plastered down all 
over him and he seemed to have shrunk to half size. 
Then he shook himself, and while the bystanders remon- 
strated in voluble French at the shower, he went quietly 
over to the little boy who was doing the throwing, and 
put the retrieve stick down at his feet. 

The dogs of the French islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon are brought over from Newfoundland, ten 
miles to the north. The twin islands are dots of gorse 
and granite set down in the foggy St. Lawrence like 


parts of Brittany in the New World. They are the only 


remnants left to France of its once mighty Canadian 
Empire. They float the French Tri-color proudly from 
the Governor’s masthead, and their dogs understand 
French. At least that is the prevailing tongue of the 
colony, and efforts of visitors to fraternize with the local 
canines in any other tongue are met with visible 
contempt. 

“Voila!” the little French urchin shouted to the dog 
in his excitement, and, turning to the spectators, “Now 
we will try stones!” 

The place where he stood was the stone quay fronting 
the harbor and outer roadstead before the village of St. 
Pierre. To right and left were a cluster of masts of 
fishing vessels from France that come over to these 
barren islets every summer for the fishing season on 
the Grand Banks, and then make their way back across 
the Atlantic again to home ports without having seen 
anything else of the New World.

Behind the masts were the steam trawlers from Havre 
and Dieppe that nowadays are forcing the schooners out 
of the fishing business. The quay itself of St. Pierre 
was built long ago by convict labor in the grim days 
when this single French colony in North America was 
a penal institution, much as French Guinea in South 
America is today. 

The French lad took a sizable stone and made as 
though to throw it. The big dog barked. With him on 
the quay was a smaller Newfoundland and half a dozen 
other dogs of assorted colors, all eager and yelping. 
In St. Pierre the dogs are beasts of burden, and conse- 
quently numerous. 

“But how can he get the stone?” we asked in amaze- 
ment. 

Before we could hazard an answer the little boy 
hurled his missile from the quay. It splasied in the 
water. Instantly the black dog was after it. The quay 
was fully ten feet high, judging by the deck of the near- 
est fishing schooner alongside, which just came level 
with it. Without hesitation the dog bounded to the edge 
and then’'plunged head foremost out from the stone in 
a magnificent leap. 

With a splash of white foam he sank into the ice- 
cold water, and then, as we all crowded to the side— 
visitors, wooden-shoed sailors 
from France and local smaM boys—we saw him deliber- 


| ately dive to the bottom and swim forward in the trans- 


parent water, which was about.a fathom deep. 

With one or two powerful strokes he was at the 
place where the stone had gone down and had picked it 
up in his teeth. Then he came up for air.

labored to the landing pier with the stone in his mouth, 
obviously burdened by its weight and hampered in his 
thing. 

Orerhe sthes black dog, his mate, ran down to the 
landing platform. Unceremoniously enough, when the 
big fellow had pulled himself out and dropped the stone 
to catch his breath, she darted in, snatched it up and 
ran off with it to the feet of the French boy. 

The boy did not seem to see the incongruity of this 
outcome and gave her a slight pat in commendation! 
Neither animal, however, got much praise from the boy 
or the crowd. then or later, for they seemed to take the 
diving for granted. All the dogs were in the water at 
various times afterward, retrieving sticks or stones, and 
all did notably, although the greater strength of the two 
larger dogs made them surpass the others.

In St. Pierre dogs are not pets, but beasts of burden, 
and they are treated as such. They are draggers of lreavy 
loads, and have much of their spontaneity and frolic 
crushed out of them by hard hours spent roped to clumsy 
carts. One, two or three dogs are hitched to a cart for 
deliveries of meat and milk about the island, but the 
heaviest burdens are still carried by horses. 

In winter time when the fierce gales from Labrador 
whoop and scream about the sea-lashed cliffs, these dogs 
are said to sleep out of doors at night, and often in the 
snow. In this they resemble the Alaskan “huskies,” al- 
though the St. Pierre animals are different from those 
northern wolf-dogs in face and color. ; 

The St. Pierre stock is mongrelized, although the New- 
foundland strain predominates. The dogs are like one 
another chiefly in their extraordinary endurance and in 
the thickness of their fur, which makes them disdain 
alike the icy water of the harbor and the winter snow. 

The three elements of weather distinguishing St. 
Pierre are the sea, the wind and the fog. There is sea 
all about as far as sight can reach, save toward the 
north, where on clear days the haze that marks the 
Newfoundland shore is visible. 

As for the wind, it is always playing. It combs across 
the upper cliffs that shelter the little village of St. Pierre, 
and it whines through the wives of the radio mast and 
the rope on the Governor's flagpole, and it never Ceases 
to blow till it has wrung the neck of the last exposed 
plant. Due to the wind, there are not more than a dozen 
half-grown trees in the colony. 

> > > 

Finally, there is the fog. It laste through most of the 
spring, summer and fall, and the fog-siren in the outer 
harbor lighthouse wails its warning might and day while 
it is present. The fog is wet and chill, yet it has a 
strange beauty. It beats up against the granite cliffs and 
envelops them. It drips from the stucco cathedral and 
from the weathered clapboarding of the houses. It is the 
only soft and concealing thing in the isles. It hides the 
realities and makes illusions. The shining ring of sea 
about St. Pierre on a clear day enhances the island's 
isolation, but the murky fog makes for intimacy. 7 

Curious it is to reflect, too, as one sees the ceaseless 
battle of the fog against the rocky cliffs of Miquelon, that 
it is the impalpable mist which will outlast and finally 
wear away the stone. Like truth wearing down opposi- ’

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in London 


London, Aug. 7 

Londoners are considerably agitated over the new 
police order forbidding standing in omnibuses or tram- 
cars, except for limited periods morning and night. It 
is feared, with the present number of busses limited by 
law in order to bring a reduction in the traffic conges- 
tion, that there will be many passengers unable to obtain 
transportation. In view of London's rainy climate it is 
an unhappy predicament to have to stand on the corner 


‘and see busses passing with plenty of standing room 


but all the seats filled. It. is particularly felt that the 


situation will be bad after the night theater-closing hour..: 


The reason given for the order is an effort to speed up 
traffic. but protests have led the Home Office to announce 
that the move is only an experiment and that the order 
may be rescinded if found against the public convenience. 


Coal has been very much to the fore in England re- 
cently. Some observers take the gloomy view that trouble 
between the miners and owners will last until the mines 
are worked out, which lends interest to the question of 
just when this will be. There have been curiously 
divergent answers to this. The period was placed at a 
century by Sir William Armstrong in 1863. In 1911 Sir 
William Ramsay calculated the life of the mines at 175 
vears, but two years later Prof. H. S. Jevons calculated 
that there are 200,000,000,000 tons of coal still under 
the surface in England, which quantity, consumed at the 
1913 rate, which is faster than at present, would last 
for nearly six centuries. Another small detail connected 
with coal was called forth by the announcement recently 
that the Metropolitan Water Board, which looks after 
London’s water supply, had appointed an official water- 
taster. It is said that*many coal miners believe they 
can tell the quality of coal by tasting it, and that in the 
mining districts it is a common occurrence to see a 
miner place a small piece of coal in his mouth and care- 
fully sample it before pronouncing on its quality.

London's traffic has recently indulged in what one 
journal termed “an era of co-ordinated chaos.” Waterloo 
Bridge, which had been closed for some three months 
while the temporary bridge was being built, was re- 
opened, only to be half closed again two days later. 
Matters were not made better by some authority, other 
than that dealing with mere roads, electing to pick up 
part of the Strand near the bridge. The resulting traffic 
jam may be imagined. A bus journey of twenty min- 
utes for the quarter-mile run from Wellington Street to 
Charing Cross was quite common. A sarcastic traveler, 
possibly in the hopes of appealing to the Ministry of 
Transport through their sense of humor, sent them a 
live tortoise, which occasioned no little good-humored 
chaff at the expense of the officials at that Government 
office. As one paper said: “No longer can we say with 
Lewis Carroll, ‘Jam yesterday and jam tomorrow, but 
never jam today.’ ”

Austen Chamberlain, presiding over a dinner of the 
Gardeners’ Royal Benevolent Institution, told a good 
story about himself. After a strenuous week’s work in 
the Council of the League.of Nations at Geneva he had 
reserved an afternoon to visit a certain wonderful gar- 
den, for he is a great gardening enthusiast. When the 
owner was congratulated on having had the British 
Foreign Minister to see his garden, he replied with a 
shrug, “The Foreign Minister—Foreign Ministers—they 
exist everywhere. But,” he added, “there is only one 
Foreign. Minister who recognizes ‘Tulipa Cluseana’ by 
its foliage when it is not in flower.”

The ravages of the London atmosphere on the stone 
of public buildings has been vividly brought home to 
the country of late, when a notice was posted in the 
House of Commons warning members from sitting too 
near the walls on the terrace because of the continual 
fall of fragments of stone as the result of erosion and 
decay. Having light refreshments on the terrace is as 
much of a British institution as the House.of Commons 
itself, and the news proved somewhat of a shock. The 
terrace, which commands a splendid view of the Thames, 
has been particularly popular during the past two months 
of unsurpassed weather, and members dislike to associ- 
ate the idea of being assaulted with falling rocks with 
the more placid recreation of enjoying themselves with 
their colleagues or their women friends. The terrace 
is also a place where Americans would say “the hatchet 
is buried.” Political animosities are dropped there, and 
members who fiercely assail each other on the floor of 
the House can daily be seen chatting amiably over straw- 
berries and other delicacies.

“The Practice of ‘Returning’ Merchandise” 


To the Editor of Tue CHRISTIAN ScreNce Mownrror: 

A recent news story from the Monitor Bureau in 
Washington, D. C., gave an account of an investigation 
being made by the domestic commerce division of the 
Department of Commerce into the question of “returned 
goods,” which are referred to as “the bane of the retail 
merchant and indirectly the*cause of higher price levels 
than would exist were this practice not permitted.” 

Your editorial under the caption, “The Practice of 
‘Returning’ Merchandise,” commenting. thereon, states: 
“One of the main purposes of the investigation has been 
described as the awakening of the consumer to the 
realization of the futility and immense disadvantage to 
himself or herself, as well as to the merchant, of not 
making a definite purchase ‘stick’ instead of having a 
change of thought after the article has been taken or 
sent home.” Also you very properly make mention of 
the fact that the issue amounts to the encouragement 
“of a greater degree of care and forethought than many 
of the purchasing public are in the habit of bestowing 
upon their purchases.” 

There is one phase of this. question, however, that 
has not been touched upon; and that is the undue infilu- 
ence often brought to bear upon the customer in making 
his selection. It is an unfortunate fact that courses of 
salesmanship are taught whereby salesmen and sales- 
women are instructed in the so-called art of influencing 
the would-be purchaser by silent mental suggestion and 
— of approach, to buy what he neither wants nor 
needs. 

That merchants often urge, and sometimes practi- 
cally require, their employees to take such courses, ex- 
pecting thereby to augment their ‘sales, there can be 
little doubt. It is, of course, likely that they sometimes 
do this in ignorance of the fact that some of these courses 
are pernicious in character and contrary to the Golden 
Rule. While it is certain that individual right thinking 
and doing involuntarily nullifies the operation of such 
mistaken beliefs of salesmanship, nevertheless the faith 
in such methods is more prevalent than many are aware 
of and needs to be intelligently combated. 

In the more competitive individual lines of salesman- 
ship some sales managers have scant regard for the 
man Or woman who does not employ methods of so- 
called “high power salesmanship.” Many “prospects” 
who have been unfairly induced to “sign on the dotted ~ 
line” have wished that there was some way by which 
they could do what a popular advertisement used te 
advise: “Be honest with them, take it back.” M.B.M.
